DEAD AND HURT 
IN RAIL CRASH 


Express Train Running 90 
Miles an Hour Strikes an 
Excursion Train, 


Antwerp, May 2!.—One of the worst 
railroad accidents in Europe in recent 
times occurred at Contich, a station 6 
miles southeast of this city, on the main 


line at 8 o'clock this morning. The 
exact number of victims had not been: 
determined up to late tonight. owing, 
to the difficulty of removing the bodies 
from the debris, but the latest estimate. 
places the number at sixty killed and 
one hundred wounded. 

The catastrophe appears to have been 
due to a defective switch, where the 
main line croskes a local line. At this 
point a train carrying a large number} 
of pilgrims on their way to the shrine | 
at Turnbout was standing. Into this! 
the Antwerp-Brusse!ls express dashed! 
at a speed of 50 miles an hour, liiter- 
ally leaping on top of it. 

Heavy Coaches Splintered.

Public Control 


“Improved routes and strengthened 
public control of the means of transpor- 
tation constitute the third: great neces- 
sity of your highest Industrial devel- 
opment. You need the development of 
the internal waterways of America, now 
for a century almost neglected. Today 
the. government spends $250,000,000 a 
vear On war preparations*and main- 
tenance to guard the nation against an 
imaginary foe, and a petty $25,000,000 
for the development and matintenance 
of the greatest natural waterway re- 
sources on the globe, nature’s provision 
for the cheapest form of transportation 
of the products of 90,000,000 people. 

‘It is the urgent opportunity and 
plain duty of the American people today 
by improvement and canalization of 
the streams which empty into the At- 
lantic and the gulf to develop forest 
rows of smokestakes up the James, Sa- 
vannah and Chattahoochee to the cot- 
ton fields, and up the Mississippi and 
its tributaries to Minneapolis, Pittsburg, 
Chicago and the Great Lakes. 

‘The necessity for a firm public con- 
trol off the private railway is so 
thoroughly entrenched in the American 
mind that agitation is now less needed 


of Transportation. 


than a practicable working plan for ef- 
fectuating that control. States and na- 
tion are alike aroused. The largest 
present problem is to avoid conflict be- 
tween states and nation in defining the 
boundaries of control; and the greatest 
danger now apparent is the temptation 
of the federal government to attempt 
a centralization of all railway control 
in itself to the exclusfon of the rights 
and powers of states. Such a condition 
must be met with patience and wisdom; 
and it shows plainly the dangers of un- 
certainty and the necessity of a firm 
stand on the part of the state for the 
watchful preservation of all the guar- 
antees of the constitution. 


Problems Must Be Settled Right. 


“The right solution of these problems 
and the right establishment of these re- 
forms—and they never wil] be settled 
until they are settled right—are na- 
tional questions in which cotton pro- 
ducer and cotton manufacturer, nay— 
in which the north and south, the east 
and west are alike interested and must 
engage shoulder to shoulder. 

‘And the true spirit and policy of 
American conquest, as voiced by the 
rank and file of the American people 
in the fields and shops and homes, re- 
gardless of political pafties, is not that 
of the battleship or the club of might, 
not that of bristling tariffs and hosMle 
tax penalties upon the pursuits of peace 
and the rights of trade, but that of a 
steady and determined progress in re- 
ducing. ameliorating and eliminating

Methodists Name Anderson 
and Nuelsen---Six More 
to Be Named. 


Baltimore, Md. May 2!.—Rev. Dr. 
William F. Anderson, of New York, and 
Rev. Dr. John L. Nuelsen, of Nast 
Theological seminary, Borea, Ohio, 
were elected bishops of the Methodist 
Episcopal church upon the second bal- 
lot, taken late yesterday afternoon, at 
the session of the general conference 
here.

During 
the past four years the two great put- 
lishing houses of the general confer- 
ence have had a good deal of trouble 
with labor unions, especially with the 
typographical union. The resolution is 
the outgrowth of this and the desire 
of the Methodist Episcopa: church to 
get in closer touch with laboring men 
and women.

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CAN GET ALONG WITHOUT IT. 


If it is true that the refusal to further furnish market quotations to 
chambers of commerce and boards of trade in Georgia and other southern 
states is due to retaliatory action on the part of the New York cotton ex- 
change, because of legislation by those states against gambling in futures, 
it was no more than might have been expected. 

There is no indication that such action will seriously affect any south- 
ern interests, or even that it will be followed by any materia] commercial 
inconvenience. 

Such market quotations as are essential for the transaction of business 
can easily be obtained. Indeed, what a travesty it would be were the coun- 
try dependent for them upon the New York cotton exchange! 

So far as the figures from the boards of that institution itself are con- 
cerned, they represent nothing but a debased and manipulated contract. 
They are representative, not of actual market values, but solely of the 
gambler’s whim. 

But there are sources of market quotations of real value which are be- 
yond the control of that or any other single institution, and it has not influ- 


ence or power enough to deny them to the trade in this or any other state. 

So the commercial south will experience no difficulty in surviving the 
shock of this or any other attempt of the New York cotton exchange to mete 
out retaliation. 

In truth, the south has decided long ago that it could get along as well 
without the New York cotton exchange, and it is more than eager for the 
chance to try it. 

The south does not need the New York cotton exchange. 

It has cost it enough already and the sooner relations with it cease the 
better for our peopie.

‘Order to Ocean Carriers Issued by

Washington, May 2!.—An important 
executive order has been issued by the 
interstate commerce commission re- 
specting export and f!{mport traffic be- 
tween points in the United States and 
points in foreign countries. The order 
of the commission ts as follows: 

“Under the decision of the commis- 
sion No. 1127, entitled Cosmopolitan 
Shipping Company v. Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Packet Company et al., and under 
rule 85 of the tariff circular 1!5-A, car- 
riers engaging in export and tmport 
traffic between points in the United 
States and points in foreign countries 
not adjacent are required to publish 
their rates and fares to the ports and 
from the ports: and tf. as a matter of 
conventfence to the public, they publish 
in their tariffs through export and im- 
port rates of fares to or from foreign 
points in connection with ocean car- 
riers. such tariffs must distinctly state 
the inland rate of fare.”

LON LIVINGSTON’S RECORD BY

IN JEFFERSONIAN 


Following the civil-war there came 
upon the south an era of darkness and 
suffering which old men even now re- 
call with horror. The young people can 
never understand it. To them the story 
of that period of prostration, of humil- 
lation, Of sackcloth and ashes, of car- 
petbag rule and negro insolence, sounds 
incredibie. That was the time when 
our legislatures were filled with for- 
eigners and their black allies. It was 
a time of public debauchery, of the 
stealing of public funds under forms 
of law, of the violation of the rights 
of the citizen by the federal! officer and 
his negro confederate. Those were the 
days when the republican party stood 
for the vindictive policies of Thad 
Stevens and Charles Sumner. Those 
were the days in which the south suf- 
fered the dreadful ordeal of reconstruc- 
tion. when the whites of the east and 
north were using all of the tremendous 
power of the government to put the 
black heels of the negro upon the 
necks of the white people of the south. 

Where was Lon Livingston when his 
native state was in the awful throes of 
reconstruction ?¢ 

HE WAS WITH THE REPUBLIC- 
ANS, 

At a later date, when carpetbag rule 
had come to an end and the demo- 
cratic party was supreme, there sprang 
up a crop of so-called independents, 
who, claiming to be democrats, yet re- 
fused to enter the nominating conven- 
tions, their purpose being to run for 
office ag independent candidates, well 
knowing that the negroes would re- 
celve orders from the republicans to 
vote for the indepeudents. No principle 
was at stake. The ambition of the in- 
dependent of that sort was purely per- 
sonal. By leading off the dissatisfied 
democrats at the same time that he got 
the benefit of the full republican vote, 
the independent expected to beat the 
regular democratic nominee—as _ in 
many instances he did. 

Where was Lon Livingston at that 
time when the independents, leagued 
with the republicans and negroes, were 
fighting the democratic party? 

HE WAS WITH THE INDEPEND- 
ENTS, 

A more utterly discredited man than 
Livingston was at the time the Farm- 
Alliance sprang up {ft would have 
hard to find. His record was so 
notoriously bad that the better class 
of men who knew what he was de- 
spised him. Scandal after scandal hung 
about his name. The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion .had editorially referred to him, 
contemptuously,. aS a paid lobbyist— 
“the thirty-dollar man.” The Atlanta 
Journal had made scornful mention of 
the Nellie Burke affair. If any one 
had suggested, then, that Lon Living- 
ston would ever represent the Atlanta 
district in congress for eighteen years 
he would have been laughed at as a 
lunatic. 

But the Farmers’ Alliance came along, 
and Livingston was shrewd enough to 
get into it as a charter member. Its | 
nature as a secret society favored his | 
peculiar kind of talent. He wormed 
himself into the confidence of the in- 
ner few, and within a short while was 
at the head of the order in Georgia. 
After that, whenever Livingston was 
attacked he would, of course, raise the 
cry that the enemies of the alllance 
were trying to destroy it by destroy- 
ing him: thus Livingston got the bene- 
fit of that ‘spirit of the corps” which 
exists in all closely organized bodies. 

No matter what was said or proven, 
the alliance stood by Livingston, be- 
cause Livingston was state president 
of the alliance. 

When every candidate for congress 
who indorsed the alliance demands was 
being elected, Livingston steered him- 
self in. Keeping himself well to the 
front of the movement nationally, he 
had an influence that was national. in 
state affairs he was almost supreme.

What he might. hav 
he been faithful to 
hard to say. He might have been the 
dominating figure in southern politics 
for a whole generation. But it was not 
in his nature to be true to anybody, 
or to anything. Although the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance was committed against 
monopolists and was waging a fierce 
warfare against special privilege. a8 
represented by Wall street, Livingston 
staked his influence in Georgia upon 
the Calhoun candidacy for the senate. 
and exerted himself to the utmost to 
have that Wall street speculator sent 
to the senate from Georgia. How much 
Livingston got for trying to throw 
the support of the Farmers’ Alliance to 
@ professional \all street railroad 
wrecker and stock juggler, we do not 
know; but Livingston and McCune 
were standing together in that deal. 
and we can produce a witness who saw 
Pat Calhoun pay Dr. C. W. MeCune 
$1.000 cash in Atlanta. 

The attempt to deliver the anti-mo- 
nopoly vote to a Wall street monopo- 
list who is now under criminal indict- | 
ment in the city of San Francisco 
awaiting his trial, was almost success- 
ful. but not quite so. We are glad to 
remember that we were among those 
who combatte@d that foul deal one 
hetped to defeat ft. 

After this, Livingston soon lost his 
prestige with the alliance, retreated 
from the position which he had taken 
by the side of the third party leaders 
Jerry Simpson. James B. Weaver an¢d 
Mary Ellen Lease, and made himself 
solid with the ring rulers by de- 
nouncing his former companions and 
denying that he ha@ ever been a mem- 
ber of Gideon's band or the intimate 
associate of the people's party organ- 
izers. 

Going into congress as the professed 
friend of the farmers, pledged to those 
reforms known as the “alliance vard- 
stick,” he has served for eighteen 
vears without ever bringing about a 
single one of those reforms, or making 
an effort to do so. 

He denounced 


national banks 
throughout this state and throughout 
other states, and. yet. when the na- 
tional banks came back to congress, In 

1902-3, asking for a renewal of their 
charters for twenty vears, Livingston 
neither spoke nor voted against them. 

Denouncing corporations, as he did 
throughout this state and other states, 
he has been the’ servile tool of the 
Southern railroad’ ever since he has 
been in congress: and in return for 
free tickets and similar favors he has 
voted away the people’s money year 
by year to give them illegal subsidies, 
over and above their contract pay. Ex- 
cept as a jobber. a man who can help 
put through congress the schemes of 
those who are raiding the treasury of 
the people. his record of eighteen years 
is a barren waste. 

Of his public character it is easy to 
speak. Of his private character, the 
truth could only be told in language 
which is not fit to: print. 

By the lavish use of money and the 
trickery of an expérienced politician, 
he has been enabled, thus far, to 
maintain the lead of Mr. Mayson in the 
race that ia now on?f‘but DeKalb has 
vet to act, Clayton has yet to act, 
Douglas has vet to act, and Fulton has 
vet to act.
